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CHINA MISSIONARY BULLETIN 


A copy of the China Missi Bulletin for June-July, 1952, published by the 
Catholic Truth Society, King’s Building, Hongkong, has just been received. Subscriptions 
in USA may be sent to Maryknoll Bookshelf, Maryknoll P.O., New York ($5.00). This 92 
page magazine gives news of Catholic work in China, and discussions of problems con- 
nected with it. The contents are about half English and half French, with one book review 
in Latin. Some Protestant news is also included, but it is mostly quite old, having been 
gleaned from the April number of the International Review of Missions. The following 
statistics of the Roman hierarchy in mainland China are given: 


In residence 59 


Outside See, impossible to return 6 
Expelled or forced out of China 42 


Imprisoned 20 
House-arrest 8

The deceased include Archbishop Ignatius P’i, of Fushun, Manchurai, who died in prison 
on some unknown date before April 1. 


Of the 180 orphanages formerly conducted by Roman Catholic missionaries, the 
editor had information regarding 77. 59 have been confiscated; 33 of these have been 
closed, and the other 26 are being carried on by Communist personnel. Of the other 18, 
12 are being conducted under the nominal direction of the Catholic Church, and six are 
being administered by missionaries under Government direction. Nine sisters have been 
condemned to definite prison sentences on charges connected with the orphanage work. 
Communist fanatics demanded the crucifixion of Sister Constantina Sarias, of Chaotung, 
Yunnan, but because of objection by the people this was not carried out, and she was fi- 
nally expelled from the country. 


The magazine indicates that the Communists are not making much progress with 
their schismatic reform movement. The editor emphasizes the importance of a con- 
tinuing study of the Chinese language and of Chinese culture. 


There is an interesting review of a 551 page book in Chinese on Isaiah (introduc- 
tion, translation, and notes), put out for the Catholics by the Commercial Press, Hong 
kong. This is Volume V of a Chinese series on the Old Testament. An article on 
Liturgical Renaissance explores cautiously the question of using Chinese instead of Latin 
in the liturgy of the Church, everywhere except in the Sacrifice of the Mass.

“PLANS FOR THE WORK OF THE CHURCH IN THE LAST HALF OF 1952“ 


Y. T. Wu’s committee has put out an eight point directive to the chuches regard- 
ing their work during the rest of 1952. This directive was published in the August Hsieh 
Chin and the August 10 issue of Kung Pao (CCC). The eight points are as follows: 

1. Study intensively the Common Program (Kung T’ung Kang Ling). This should 
be done under the leadership of the Government. 

2. Work for World Peace, and support the various peace conferences. 

3. Celebrate September 23, 1952 as the second anniversary of the Three Self 
Reform Movement Manifesto. In connection with this celebration an official report of the 
— activities of the church during these two years must be made to the central 
committee. 

4. Push the Tien Feng Weekly as the recognized church organ. 

5. Train positively-minded elements (this expression usually means Communists) 
for leadership in the church. 

6. Reform theological education. Theological studies must be brought up to date. 
There should be regional conferences for this purpose. P 

7. —— meetings are to be held, under government direction, and in accord- 
ance with the Nanking Plan (What the Nanking Plan is we do not know), for the purpose 
of uniting larger groups of Christians, and penetrating more deeply into the Three Self 


Reform Movement. 7 


8. Increase the authority of the leadership. 


The last two points sound as if the authorities are now ready to go forward with 
the active or ation of a united Christian Church, which shall be completely subser- 
vient to the Government.

A cable from Hongkong states that the Frank Prices have secured their exit per- 
mit and may be expected there shortly. 


The K 8 ih Pao (Hongkong) for August 1 carries a news dispatch from 
Hainan abou our Presbyterian missionaries still there in the hospital, Dr. and Mrs. 
N. Bercovitz, Dr. Esther Morse, and Miss C. I. McCreery. The report states that they 
are held incommunicado in a small room on the third floor of the hospital guarded by 
Communists. They are given four bowls of white rice and a little vegetables a day. 

The incommunicado description is not entirely accurate, as letters have been coming 
regularly from Dr. Bercovitz.

James Endicott had an article in the August 31 Kuang Ming Daily G , in 
which he says that he regrets that he was ever a missionary, for the purpose the 
British and American ionaries has been to keep the Chinese from knowing the truth.

A Chinese letter from Chengtu reports that West China University has now been 
merged with Szechuan University and Chungking University, and that the West China 
campus will be devoted to the medical department of the combined institution. West 
China Union Theological College has been closed; presumably its campus will be merged 
in the West China medical department. It is reported that Dr. Tseo Ping-yi and two or 
three of the former students of the Theological College are now trying to make their 
living by running a dairy, but are having a hard time, as three of their cows recently died. 


Ling Nan University had to vacate its property by the end of August, at which 
time Sun Yat Sen University would take over. .
